scratching of ballots is looked for. 
From the start of the campaigns 
party leaders have concentrated on 
the idea of straight tickets. 
It has 
been a battle of the parties rather 
than the candidates. 
This is always 
more or less true of a presidential 
campaign year, but more so this year, 
according to political observers. 
In Minnesota the battle is general­ 
ly looked upon as between the re­ 
publicans and independents, or farm- 
er-laborites, as the independent move­ 
ment is identified 
in 
the 
Gopher 
state. 
This, because Minnesota has 
but recently sent two farmer-laborite 
senators and four congressmen close­ 
ly identified with the party, to W ash­ 
ington. 
The Minnesota legislature, 
too, has had a goodly coloring of 
farmer-labor adherents in its ranks. 
Hoping for a 
minority 
victory, 
with the big portion of the vote split 
between the republicans and 
inde­ 
pendents, the democrats have made 
a most vigorous campaign in Minne­ 
sota since June. 
For the first time 
in many years the democrats present 
a full state ticket. 
Normally Minnesota has gone re­ 
publican. 
The election of Sen. H en­ 
rik Shipstead over Frank B. Kellogg 
was a distinct surprise, and the sub­ 
sequent election of Magnus Johnson 
to the senate to fill 
the 
vacancy 
caused by the death of the lhte Knute 
Nelson was another political upset. 
W hether the farmer-labor party still 
holds the strength which elected the 
two senators will be determined to­ 
morrow. 
Farm er-labor leaders declare Mag­ 
nus Johnson will lead their ticket in 
the voting and heads of the party 
predicted today he will win by 100,- 
000 votes over Tom Schall, republi­ 
can, and J. J. Farrell, democrat. 
As 
to Senator LaFollette’s strength in 
Minnesota, they are less 
confident. 
Tom Sullivan, the party’s nominee 
for attorney general, believes Senat­ 
or LaFollette will have a 25,000 vote

THOUSANDS HAVE BEEN VACCIN­

There are many cases

smallpox over the state outside Min­ 
neapolis, Including a large number 
in St. Paul, health authorities said. 
Except In the case of old persons, 
babies and maternity 
cases 
there 
have been no deaths recorded from 
the mild form of the disease. 
The hemorhagie form of smallpox 
has proved fatal in almost every In­ 
stance where it 
was 
pronounced. 
Authorities are taking every precau­ 
tion against spread of the malady.

ABSOLUTE QUARANTINE BEING 
MAINTAINED IN MEXICAN 
QUARTER 


(By United Press) 
Los Angeles, Nov. 3.-—Police arm­ 
ed with Hawed off shotguns patrolled 
the Mexican quarter today and en­ 
forced a quarantine established to 
control the deadly pneumonic plague. 
Eight more victims over the week­ 
end brought the death total to 22, 
all of whom attended the funeral of 
Mrs. Lucy Samarano October 19. 
Doctors believe she was the first 
victim of the plague and'that all sub­ 
sequent cases may be traced to this 
definite source of infection. 
Four 
additional patients were under treat­ 
ment in General Hospital today, not 
expected to live. 
Health authorities believe the sit­ 
uation under control and did not ex­ 
pect spread outside the Mexican quar­ 
ter. 
An absolute quarantine was in ef­ 
fect. 
Food supplies were carried to 
the boundary line of the quarantine 
district and placed on the ground, 
where guards distributed them among 
the inhabitants, mostly Mexicans. 
Dr. W. H. Kellogg of the state 
hygienic laboratory in San Francisco 
arrived to ald local 
authorities 
In 
combating the disease.

St. Paul, Nov. 3.— The twenty-first 
annual conference of the National 
Tuberculosis Association will be held 
ut Minneapolis next June, according 
to word received Saturday from the 
executive committee in New York, 
by Dr. H. L. Taylor, President of the 
Minnesota Public Health Association, 
St. Paul. 
“ This means a great deal to the

against 
tuberculosis 
in

state,” auld Dr. Taylor in making 
announcement, 
“Never 
before has 
one of these meetings been held any­ 
where in the northwest. 
We calcu­ 
late that not IesH than 3,000 persons 
representing every state In the Union 
will attend. 
Many of the most im­ 
portant steps taken in public health 
work in the nation have had their 
beginning 
at 
these 
conferences, 
which are attended by the leading 
authorities on the subject, as well aa 
the most experienced public health 
xports and nurses from ail over the 
country. 
“In the contest for the convention 
city 
this year, the Minnesota or­ 
ganization urged the choice of Min­ 
neapolis against its nearest competi­ 
tor, Indianapolis. Minnesota's record 
in the campaign against tuberculosis 
and the national reputation of Its 
sanatorium system undoubtedly tip­ 
ped the scale*, in favor of this state. 
“The announcement of the confer­ 
ence will be a wonderful stimulus to 
the efforts of the health salesmen in 
Minnesota who are preparing to com­ 
mence 
the annqal Christmas Seal 
Sale.

E d ito r Dispatch: 
A communication appeared in the 
Dispatch T h u rs d ay evening and a n ­ 
o th e r on S aturday evening, signed by 
Mr. M. E. Ryan, which article* In 
discussing A m endm ent No. 2 to the 
City Charter 
refer to sonic state­ 
m en ts which I am supposed to have 
made and which, I believe* call for a 
reply. 
First of all I wish to make1 it clear 
t h a t when speaking on the am en d ­ 
m e n ts to the City Charter at any 
meeting, I have always urged favor­ 
able consideration of Amendm ent No. 
I. as that a m e n d m e n t hail received 
no opposition as far as I know. 
I i i 
regard to Amendm ent No. 2. I have 
alw a ys said when speaking In p ub­ 
lic that this am en d m en t has opposi­ 
tion and for th at reason I stated both 
sides of th e arg u m en t. 
Personally. 
I am in favor of A m endm ent No. 2 
as well as Amendm ent No. I nnd will 
state my reasons for believing in 
A m endm ent No. 2. 
I think it Is well th a t Mr, Ryan 
bro u g h t out th e a r g u m e n t s in o p ­ 
position to this am en d m en t and my 
purpose will be to state points in 
favor of Amendment No. 2, and leave 
it as I have done at each m eting for 
th e 
voters 
to 
determ ine 
how 
he 
should vote considering th e best in­ 
terests of the City of Brainerd. 
Considering both article* written 
l»y Mr. Ryan, it seems to me that hi* 
objection to the a m en d m e n t is that 
it is wrong in policy.
